The question of the sale of the church, 
which has now reached a crisis, has not 
developed recently. For five years or more 
it has been agitated. 

Dec. 13, 1896, Archbishop Kain notified 
Rev. Gerald D. Power, who has been pastor 
of the church since 18$4, that he proposed to 
sell the church lot, along with the property 
adjoining it on the east, and that if his 
congregation did not proceed to purchase 
the church lot within a reasonable time he 
would feel at liberty to sell the lot to the 
first person offering a sufficiently valuable 
consideration. 

Instead of collecting a fund to purchase 
the property the church trustees (10 lay- | 
men) consuited an attorney and received | 
from him a voluminous opinion on the con- 
regation's rights in the premises. 

This opinion was that the congregation 
was vested with an equitable title in fee in 
the property. 

Backed by this opinion, the congregation 
has since made no effurt to purchase the 
property or invest in a new site. 

When Archbishop Kain, a month ago 
finally accepted plans for the magnificent 
new Cathedral, his mind reverted once 
more to the Immaculate Conception Church 
lot and the large lot adjoining. 


The Original 
C@hedral Site. 

The church lot is 100 feet. The lot ad- 
joining is 308 feet. It extends all the way 
to Twenty-third street, and was originally 
selected as the site for the new St. Louis 
Cathedral. But the late Archbishop Ken- 
rick, before his death, concluded that the 
cathedral! should be built further west. The 
Immaculate Conception congregation knew 
this and expected that some day the 30s- 
foot lot would be sold and the proceeds ap- 
plied to the new cathedral farther west. 

But Archbishop Kain decided that the 
1-foot church lot should also be sold for 
the same purpose. 

So, after the new cathedral plans were 
adopted and he was confronted with the 
task of securing the money necessary to 
its construction, he inquired if the congre- 


zation were ready to buy the church lot. 


On Tuesday next the Louisiana Purchase 
Centennial Exposition building at the Pan- 
American Exposition at Buffalo will be 
dedicated.

“The corner of Jefferson avenue and Lo- 
cust street is no place for a church,” he 
told the Post-Dispatch Thursday morning. 
“There is so much noise in that neighbor- 


hood that it is extremely difficult for the | 


congregation there to hear Father Powers 
voice on Sunday. 

“The church has never done anything. 
Its windows, its organ, and even its pews 
were removed there from the old Immacu- 
late Conception Chureh at Eighth and 
Chestnut streets when ‘the present church 
was built. 

“The congregation wants to continue as 
a congregation, but does not do anything to 
prove to me why it should. I have given 
it plenty of time. 

‘‘In their letter to me, rejecting my offer 
of $10,000, the gentlemen who signed the 
communication say that ‘before selecting a 
site it will be necessary to have a sufficient 
sum of money in hand.’ I agree with them. 
But 1 am not going to give them the suf- 
ficient sum of money. I am not going to 
make them any more offers than I made al- 
ready. 

‘“T am going to sell the church. 

“The new cathedral must be built and the 
money that will be realized from the sale 
of the Locust street property, including the 
church lot, will be needed to build the new 
cathedral. 

“If they can securé an appropriate site 
for a parish church within the present par- 
ish, all right. Otherwise, the parish will be 
abolished when the church is sold. of 
course, the closing of the church will in- 
convenience some people; that is, make 
them walk a few blocks farther to some 
other church. But I do not believe the pres- 
ent church is a necessity, and I think the 
building of a new cathedral is of more im- 
portance to the Catholics of St. Louis at 
arge.

Secretary Waller Edwards of the Board 
of Publitc Improvements has written te 
Chief Draftsman A. H. Mundt of the St. 
Louis Transit Co. informing him that plans 
for fenders which the company had prom; 
ised to submit have not been received, al- 
though letters have been received stating 
that the plans had been forwarded. 

The only plan thus far submitted to the 
board by the Transit company is one de- 
vised by Mr. Mundt. It follows the general 
outlines of a locomotive cowcatcher, and 
is designed, its inventor says, ‘“‘not to pick 
up bodies, but to throw them out of the 
way.’ 

The cowcatcher fender runs on wheels 
nine inches in diameter, and is construct- 
ed of wood. It extends for five feet in 
front of the car platform. The wooden bars 
which form the surface are curved outward 
to form a hyperbolic paraboloid, or what 
is commonly known as a warped surface, 

The advantage which Mr. Mundt claims 
for his fender is that ft will allow no per- 
son to get under the wheels at any time.

Allowance of $18,000 and Will 
Employ From 30 to 45 Men. 


Postmast-r Baumhoff is perfecting ar- 
fangements for a free mail delivery in the 
suburbs of St. Louis County and the rural 
districts surrounding St. Louis. 

The postal department. in Washington re- 

| cently granted the St. Louis postmaster an 

edditional aliowance of $18,000 a year to be 
used in maintaining letter carriers for the 
Suburban settlements in St. Louis County. 

These settlements include Webster 
Groves, O11 Orchard, Tuxedo Park, Shrews- 
‘bury, Clayton, Hillside, Oak Grove, Well- 
ston, Woodland, Jennings Station, Luxem- 
bourg and the rural country lying between. 

Mr. Baumhoff stated Thursday morning 
that work on what is known as the west- 
ern districts, which includes Webster 
Groves, Old Orchard, Tuxedo Park and 
Shrewsbury Park, had already been start- 
ed and that he hopes to have two letter 
carriers out by July 1 and another one 
sf July 16. -He will subdivide the districts, 
piacing two carriers in Webster Groves, 
one in Old Orchard and one for Tuxedo 
and Shrewsbury Parks. 

In this way the work will be pursued by 
degrees until all the districts are covered. 
In speaking of this system Mr. Baumhof?f 


said: 
‘The $18,000 allowed me by the depart- 


ment will employ 30 letter carriers, and al- | 


sh the money will be available July 

1, will not employ the whole 30 at that 

date. If I only employ two men on July 1

THE OLD-TIMER LOOKED ON WITH 
A LONGING, LONESOME LOOK.

CHICAGO, June 27.—Breaking through a 
circle of congratulatory friends a few hours 
after his official elevation to the command 
of the Chicago fire department, Chief “Bill” 
Musham, helmet in hand and struggling 
into his rubber coat, dashed out of the 
City Hall yesterday afternoon to the first 
fire at which he was in supreme command. 
The blaze was in the paint and varnish

hile the new chief was shouting his 
orders amid the pandernonium and beneath

lice lines and stopped to gaze upward at the 
flames which were shooting from the top- 
most windows. It was Denis J. Swenie, 
who had that morning become plain Citi- 
zen Swenie for the first time in haf ;

The gathering thousands that the police 
Sought to push back from danger forgot 
all about the fire and fixed their gaze on 
the grizzled veteran who looked so uncom- 
fortable in the summer resort hat. He 
clasped his hands behind his back, rocked 
back and forth on his heels and looked up 
critically at the work of the men. Then hie 
edged nearer bit by bit to the charmed cir- 
cle and Capt. Gibbons touched him admon- 
ishingly on the arm.

Murder’s Work Accomplished 
As Crowd Looked. 


CARRIED HER IN HIS ARMS 


AT THE BANK OF THE STREAM HE 
| HURLED HER INTO THE WATER.

Police Officers Tried to Rescue the 
Woman and the Man Watched 
Idly for a Time, Then 
Escaped. 


CHICAGO, June 27.—A burly, muscular 
man running toward the old canal with a 
| screaming woman in his arms; a crowd 
of guping spectators who knew instinctive- 
ly the man’s purpose and who made no ef- 
fort to interfere; a policeman of the sanil- 
tary district 400 feet away and trying vain- 
ly to reach the woman; then a swing of 
the man’s arms and barbaric vengeance 
had been exacted. 

While the spectators Mned the bank of 
the canal and watched the woman’s dying 
struggles in the water the murderer stood 
and watched the bubbles coming to the 
| surface. The policeman reached the bank. 
| He had his choice of capturing the man 
| or attempting to save the woman. He 
‘chose the latter course, and the murderer 
‘and the crowd watched him. No one of- 


‘he might, could not save her. Then the 
murderer turned and left, the policeman 
still trying to reach the victim. 


Murderer Made 
His Escape. 


Charles White, the murderer, made his 
escape. The Lockport police think he is 
in Ciinton, Ia., where he is known to have 
Georgia Page, the woman, was 
taken from the canal until she was 
dead. W. A. Dail, the sanitary poliecman, 
recovered her body after White had es- 
caped. 

= the little colored settlement near Lock- 
port, where White and Georgia Page lived, 
the woman was regarded as the mans 
wife. They had quarreled frequently be- 
cause of his jealousy, and Wednesday night 
the man had been worked into a furious 
anger. The woman had made preparations 
to leave the cabin, and he learned of it 
before she could make her escape. All 
during the evening the noise of their fight- 
ing was heard. The neighbors were at- 
tracted by it, but none had the courage 
or the disposition to interfere. 

It was nearly midnight when the door of 

the cabin was opened suddenly and White 
out with the strugg/ing woman 
held tightly in his arms. He waiked 
swiftly to the edge of the canal, a short 
distance away. A crowd followed him, and 
no threats of his were necessary to show 
his purpose. 
When he reached the edge of the water 
he ture the woman’s arms from their clutch 
on his clothing, swung back his arms, and 
threw her over the bank. Her cries re- 
doubled as she struck the water, but the 
spectators stood impassively and watched 
her dying struggles. White’s reputation 
among them was not one to encourage in- 
terference with his plans of vengeance.

With the po- 
liceman still watching for the woman to 
come to the surface again, he turned and 
pushed the spectators aside. No one stopped 
his: going and soon he was lost in the dark- 
ness. 


Search for 
the Murderer. 

Dail, finding that the woman was beyond 
help, sent a report to Marshal Coon of the 
sanitary police and search was made at 
once for the murderer. A description was 
sent to the Chicago police and detectives 
hunted for him through the city yesterday. 
As soon as it became daylight the y 
of the woman was found. It was taken to 
Chamberlain's undertaking establishment 


at Lockport. 

White is nearly 200 pounds In weight and 
6 feet high. He was the acknowledged lead- 
er of the colored men living along the 
canal. He was a laborer on the Drainage 
canal when it was being one. For three 
years he and Georgia Page had lived to- 
gether. She was the comeliest woman in 
the settlement. He was the strongest man. 
His quick temper and his —- were 
the cause of frequent quarrels and had in- 
duced her to try to break with him. 

In the opinion of the police no murder 
in Chicago has been accomplished by such 
merely brute methods, none so primitive 
in its savagery and barbarism. one has 
been committed with a crowd of passive 
spectators watching it with almost idle cu- 


osity. 


GREAT OIL FIRE 18 RAGING

DECATUR, Ind., June 27.—The fire which 
was started at Preble Tuesday night by 
lightning striking a tank of the Standard 
Oil Co., containing 60,000 barrels of oil, is 
still burning.

NEW NAVAL LIFE RAFT 


This One Cannot Break Up or Sink 
and Rides Equally Well Either 
Side Up. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 27.—The navy de- 


partment is providing some of the warships 


with a new life raft. It consists of an 
elliptical copper tube, somewhat flattened, 
with airtight compartments, strengthened 
by fins. The tube is incased in cork, wound 
with canvas and made absolutely water- 
tight. Attached to this float is a rope 
netting three feet deep, from which is 
suspended a wooden slat bottom. The net- 
ting is suspended on the inner side of the 
float from rings which travel on lashings, 
so that the bottom rests in the proper po- 
sition, no matter which side of the float 
falls upon the water when it is throwr 
overboard. It does not require to be right- 
ed, adjusted or turned about; it is ready 
for service the moment it strikes the water. 
Oars are attached to the sides of the float 
to propel it when it is occuptied. 

Enough persons cannot get on this craft 
to sink it, and, unlike the lifeboat, it can- 
not capsize or founder, nor, like a raft, 
go to pieces against the sides of a ship. 

The war department !s considering the 
advisability of equipping army transports 
with the same sort of float. 


CHIEF MEREDITH WAS INSANE. 


The Dead Man Had Brooded Over His 
Grudge Against Considine. 

SEATTLE, Wash., June 27.—Further iIn- 
vestigation into the shooting of ex-Chief of 
Police Meredith by John W. Considine have 
brought to light few new details. It seems, 
however, that the wounds inflicted upon 
Meredith’s head by Tom Considine during 
the hand-to-hand combat between the two 
brothers and Meredith were more serious 
than at first supposed. An autopsy revealed 
that Meredith’s skull was fractured in two 
places by blows from a clubbed revolver. 
The coroner says insensibility would have 
followed either blow in an ordinary man, 
also that the fractures might have caused 
death had Meredith not been shot. The cor- 
oner will hold an inquest. 

Thousands of persons have visited the 
morgue to view the body. The room where 
it lies is fairly filled with cut flowers and 
floral offerings. The funeral will be held 
Sunday afternoon, interment being made 
here. 

There ts a growing belief that Meredith 
was not far from insane at the time of the 
shooting. He had brooded over his grudge 
against Considine for many days and his 
friends who talked with him on the day 
of the tragedy say he was undoubtedly 
mentally unbalanced.

BRITISH MULE SHIP ON FIRE IN 
MID-OCEAN.

NEW ORLEANS, June 27.—The British 
mule transport Monterey from Cape Town 
has arrived in port, after a terrible experi- 
ence with fire at sea.

VAMDUM DEPOSITS 


LARGEST IN THE WORLD FOUND 
IN COLORADO. 


IS USED IN MAKING STEEL 


Discovered by a French Metallurgist 
Who Had Been Sent Here After 
Rare Metals. 


TELLURIDE, Colo., June 2™Mrs. a. we 
Frenzel shipped yesterday a fifty-five-ton 
lot of vanadium ore that was consigned 
to reduction works in France via Galves- 
ton, and will leave next week for France 
himself. The significance and possible fu- 
ture importance of this shipment may be 
estimated from the statement that Mr. 
Frenzel, who is a metaliurgist of interna- 
tional repute, has spent more than two 
years in this country in search of this and 
other rare minerals, and such as uranium, 


molybdemite, tugsten and bismuth, now 
declares that he has found that for which 
he has been in search in quantity suffi- 
cient to supply the world for centuries to 
come. The value of vanadium arises from 
its use in the manufacture of steel, and the 
demand for it is constantly increasing. The 
Supply of the metal is at present limited 
and uncertain, and competition for it 
among steel manufacturers is keen. Mr. 
Frenzel states that aside from the deposit 
he has discovered in this country vanadium 
ore in quantity and place is not known to 
exist anywhere in the world, the amount 
so far being obtained being found as one 
of the elements of other mineral deposits. 
The location of the discovery is on Bear 
creek, near the Hne of the Rio Granue 
railroad and the deposit is of blanket for- 
mation lying between lime and sandstone 
and in extent appears to cover an immense 
area. It has been found on both sides of 
the San Miguel river and may run in ail 
directions for an indefinite distance. Mr. 
Frenzel states that ore carrying 2% per 
cent in vanadium can be shipped to France 
at a profit, and that his tests on the busly 
he has found show it to carry from 6 to 7 
per cent. This shipment is made to France 
for the reason that there are the nearest 
reduction works prepared for the extrac- 
tion of the metal. Should the result ob- 
tained in France be in accord with the tests 
made by Mr. Frenzel here, reduction works 
of a capacity of 125 tons per day will be 
erected near the site of the vanadium de- 
posit as soon as Mr. Frenzel can return and 
superintend the construction. A propusition 
for the purchase of 100,000 tons of this ore 
has been received by Mr. Frenzel from 
English parties at figures that he is dis- 
posed to accept, but on which he will not 
act till his return from Europe. It will be 
of great value to this district should Mr. 
Frenzel’s anticipations be borne out by re- 
sults, for it wil gy a establishment of 
Sive industry.

Acco ge to a recent report these fa- 
cilities are being established along the 
whole system. An encouraging feature of 
this is that the company expressly recog- 
nizes that it is inspired to this policy for 
social and patriotic as well as business rea- 
sons. They have found that the better the 
conditions under which the employes live 
and work the better and more intelligent 
citizens they are and the more trustworthy 
and competent workmen. In other words, 
the rience is that the best economic 
pag! or a large corporation is that which 
oes the most for the social opportunities 
and personal welfare of the laborers; that 
the bloodless method of treating labor sole- 
ly as an instrument of production, out of 
which the maximum work should be ex- 
tracted and into which the minimum 
wealth, opportunity and _ social culture 
should infused, is bad business, bad 
economy, and ultimately results in bad 
statesmanship, which may react disastrous- 
ly upon business; in short, that it is as un- 
economic as it is unpatriotic.

STREET BUILDING DELAYED 


Street Department’s Lack of Money 
Hinders the Construction of Many 
World’s Fair Streets. 


The anticipated lack of street department 
funds will delay the construction of many 
needed streets in the neighborhood of the 
World's Fair site, according to Street Com- 
missioner Yarrelmann. 

The city, under the expected provisions 
of the appropriation bill, will be given no 
money for grading, which is a part of the 
expense which it has to bear in all new 
construction. This, Mr. Varrelmann says, 


will prevent the construction of many 
streets near Forest Park on which work 
would be at once undertaken if this money

Inthe case of streets which are to be 
reconstructed, and which can pay for the 
improvement without exceeding per cent 
of the value of the property, no obstacle 
will be offered by the city’s lack of funds. 
All the city has to do is to pass the or- 
dinances and let the contracts for .such 
work. Few streets in the World's. Fair 
neighborhood, Mr. Varrelmann says, come 
under this classification, and in the most 
notable case, that of King’s highway, the 
city’s excess share of payment would be 
especially large. 

“The only thing to do, as far as I can 
see,"" said Commissioner Varreimann, ‘‘is 
to wait for the charter amendments to 
pass. ‘Then the city will be able to make 
these stréets. But as the amendments are 
not likely to go Into effect before next fall 
it is likely that the burden of this work 
will fail on us next summer. It will not 
be too late then, but I would rather do 
the work this summer.” 

A number of ordinances for the recon- 
struction of West End streets for which 
estimates have been prepared have been 
put aside by Mr. Varrelmann to await the 

ssage of the amendments, which are now 
fn the legis'ation committee of the House 
of Delegates, awaiting the passage of the 
annual appropriation bill before they will 
be considered.

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MILK INSPECTION. 


In so far as milk inspection is effective, there can be no 
doubt that it @ecreases the death rate among infants and re- 
sults in a stronger generation of young people, who will, in 
turn, make better because healthier citizens. A Post-Dis- 
patch reader who was formerly milk inspector for Detroit, 
writes that in 1894 the work of his office caused a decrease 
of 20 per cent in the deaths of infants, the death rate falling 
from 2000 in 1893 to 1600 in 1894. 

In the work of inspecting milk, it is an excellent plan to 
enlist the milk dealer and dairyman as well as the milk user. 
This has been done in New York with good results. 

A Milk Commission of the Medical Society of the county of 
New York, in co-operation with the Chief of the Dairy Di- 
vision of the United States Department of Agriculture, was 
formed for the study and improvement of methods of hand- 
ling milk to be used in the city of New York. This Commis- 
sion has held conferences with the milk dealers, and set a 
standard which it is desirable to attain. Competent bacteri- 
o:ogists have been appointed to visit dairies, etc., and make 
suggestions. This work, in conjunction ,with that of the Board 
of Health, will, it is hoped, give New York a much better 
quality of milk than it has been accustomed to. 

St. Louis would do well to adopt some such method to arouse 
public interest in pure milk. Without such interest and or- 
ganized effort, the work of the Milk Inspector avill be desul- 
tory and comparatively valueless. For the sake of helpless 
infancy the subject should be taken up with vigor and pushed 
to a satisfactory conclusion.

This dictum of Nietzsche’s may be applied to conventiona) 
clothes—they are devices to protect the unshapely against the 
shapely, or, in other words, 16 prevent the superior attractions 
of the shapely from overcoming the inferior attractions of 
the unshapely. : ' 
The dictum may be applied particularly to the coat in 
summer as an oppressive and uncomfortable device which 
the ill-built man insists all men shall wear in order that his 
own defects and the attractions of the well-built man may be 
concealed.

locke, an engineer residing at 4416 North 
Twenty-first street, and William C. Locke 
of Worcester, Mass., the brothers of the 
deceased, says that he is informed that 
Miss McPherson will come into court and 
ask for the disputed property as assignee. 

The suit is the dry-as-dust climax of a 
tender romance that filled the last nine 
months of Mrs. McPherson's life. For W 
years she had resided in St. Lovis as the 
wife of Maj. McVane, a retired officer of 
the United States Army. 

Maj. McVane was the distant cousin of 
William McPherson of Rochester. There 
was an early attachment but they drifted 
apart. After the death of Maj. McVane In 
St. Louts, some time prior to 1894, the dis- 
tant cousin came to St. Louis from Roch- 
ester and pressed his suit of long ago.

HARD TESTS WERE APPLIED 


International Congress Now in Session 
in London to Recommend the 
New Cure. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, June 27.—Vegetarianism as a 
cure for drunkenness is the theory the In- 
ternational Vegetarian Congress, which 
opened tonight in London, will submit to 
the world's tipplers. The vegetarians as- 
sert that experiments made during the last 
three months at the Women’s Inéebriate 
Home at Torquay have demonstrated that 
@ vegetable diet is an absolute destroyer 
of the liquor habit. Forty inmates of the 


institution, who entered confirmed drunk- 
ards, became total abstainers as a result 
of their daily fare, wherein flesh and fowi 
had no place. 

Further testimony along the same line 
will be presented to the cungress by Bram- 
well Booth, commander of the social branch 
of the Salvation Army. Mr. Booth says 
that inebriety among the London slum 
population has declined steadily and per- 
manently wherever the people have been 
weaned from meat. The Salvationists will 
henceforth adopt vegetarianism as a fixed 
feature of their temperance work. 

Reports will also be tendered the con- 
gress showing that vegetable diet is gain- 
ing favor in the world of athletes. Pro- 
fessor Eustace H. Miles, head of the phy- 
sical culture department at Cambridge, and 
amateur tennis champion of Great Britain, 
will introdute statistics to prove that the 
stoutest brawn thrives on the products of 
the soil.

Doerr 
left her one morning ostensibly to go to his 
work, but he failed to return. Mrs. Doerr 
sat up all night awaiting him but she wait- 
ed in vain. 

Before a year had passed Mrs. Doerr, 
who returned to her parents, became the 
mother of one of the brightest of girl ba- 
bies, and upon the new arrival was be- 
stowed all of the mother’s love. Her par- 
ents died within the next few years, and, 
being the only child, Mrs. Doerr was left 
in possession of a large farm. Three years 
later she sold the farm and with her daugh- 
ter moved to this city, where she has been 
very successful.

MISS FROST IGNORED SISTER’S 
PLEADING TO LEAVE ZION. 


DIED WITHOUT A PHYSICIAN 


She Succumbed to Disease Despite El- 
ders’ Prayers, Leaving Wealth 
to Dowie. 


CHICAGO, June’ 29.—The pleadings of a 
sister to forsake the Dowie faith and seek 
health and life’in & more congenial clime 
availed nothing wgainst the influence the 
general overseer Sf the Christian CatHolic 


Church had overMiss Josephine Frost 
whose home was in Arizona, and she die 


Wednesday night,“as many others of the 
cult have died—without medical attendance 
—at 10 Sixteenth street, from consumption. 
Miss Frost is reported to have been pos- 
sessed of considerable money and property 


and it is said that in a will she made she 
left it all to Zion. 

Miss Frost was 34 years old and up to 
two years ago resided with her married 
sister, a Mrs. Adams, in Arizona. When 
she found she was afflicted with consump- 
tion she made up her mind to come to Chi- 
cago and trust her future to the prayers 
of Dowie and his followers. At first she 
was installed in Zion home at Twelfth 
street and Michigan avenue, where she 
was under the care of Dowle, but later she 
moved to a boarding house at 14 Sixteenth 
street. After being there a short time she 
took up her abode in the boarding house 
conducted by Mrs. Ella Caldwell, a follow- 
er of Dowie, at 10 Sixteenth street, and it 
was there that she died. 

When asked if Miss Frost had been at- 
tended by a physician Mrs. Caldwell said: 

“She died without medical attendance, 
for if it had been otherwise she would 
have been possessed of the devil. Mrs. Cook 
was continually at her side and prayed for 
her recovery.”’ 

Mrs. Cook ig One of the Dowileite nurses 
and was the one who was assigned to look 
after Miss Frost. It is said that a short 
time before the woman died Deacon Speich- 
er visited the nurse and prayed with her. 

As is the custom when death claims a 
Dowieite, no badge of mourning was dis- 
played at the house, and the first intima- 
tion the neighbors had that Miss Frost was 
dead was when
